If your stock of sheets is running 
low now is tile time to renew it, But before you dash downtown, let’s 
discuss toe subject of sheets a bit. It will help you take better advan­ 
tage of the bargains the stores arr < 'Tering, 


First of all, when buying sheets, read the labels. 
‘‘Who made you?” is a question you will want to ask 
every sheet you examine. Buying a sheet without 
the name or trade mark of the m a ifuf acture* is like 
receiving an unsigned letter. You don’t know whence 
It came and who is behind it. Well-known brands 
in sheets, as in other products, are worth looking 
for. Some labels give other u se f u l information, too. 


Shall you buy muslin or percale? You may want 
both. For hard service 
in the bedroom of a lusty 
boy, for example —- you may prefer muslin. For 
grownups you may prefer percale sheets with their 
soft, smooth, luxurious feel. Their lighter weight 
makes them easier to handle in laundering, too. 


Difference Between M u slin and Percale 
What is the difference between muslin and percale s h e e ts ? The 
yarns that go into cotton sheets may be comparatively fat, or they may 
be slimmer, more highly twisted, smoother, longer fibered. The fatter 
yarns go into muslin sheets, and since they are thicker, result in 
a heavier-weight fabric. The slimmer, more highly twisted, longer- 
fibered yarns go into percale sheets, making a lighter, smoother fabric, 
^ome percale sheets are known as carded percale, others as combed 
percale. In making the combed percale sheets the cotton yarns are put 
through an additional process— the combing process 
which results 
in a better yarn. This extra process is the reason why combed percale 
sheets cost more than carded percale sheets. Slimmer yarns, and more 
of them to the square inch, are also found in the combed percale sheets. 1 
In a good combed percale sheet you should expect to find about IOO 
threads to the linear inch; 2 00 to tho square inch. In carded percale 
sheets the thread count is about 180 threads to the square inch. The 
thread count in muslin sheets varies from 72 x OH to 64 x 64, or even 
lower. A muslin sheet with a thread count of 72 x GS is usually spoken 
of as a heavy muslin sheet. Tile relatively high thread count in heavy 
muslin sheets makes for longer wear. 
Muslin sheets with a thread count of 04 x 04, or 128 threads to the 
square inch, are classed as light muslin. Some lighter muslin sheets 
have a very uneven count in the warp and filling. This makes for a 
poorly balanced construction, and the sheet is likely to split during w ytr.< 
Remember this point when buying lighter-weight muslin sheets. 


R e m e m b e r l,riif!lli in I m p o r ta n t 
Buy sheets that are long enough! Skimpy-length sheets are not 
comfortable, and they wear out sooner because the sleeper is always 
jerking them. For ourselves, we prof* t sheet-! which are labeled “108 inch 
torn size." This, of course, is the *-r/** before hemming. The hemmed, 
laundered sheet is about IO” short! r But since the average mattress is 
70" long, this still allows enough extra length for tucking in securely 
at head and foot, lf your bed is longer, or if you have longfellows or 
big fellows to accommodate, you can buy sheets that are 113" torn 
size. Note that we emphasize lorn size. It’s not wise to buy a sheet 
which does not state its torn 
ize. It may have been cut to size with 
shears and may, ag a result, take a bins lire after washing. Tearing 
across the fabric, rather than cutting, means that the fabric'is divided 
f ight along one thread all the way actors. Tern sheets do not take
